AUDITORS'  REPORT 

We  the  undersigned  Auditors  have  examined  the  ac- 
counts of  A.  C.  Huntoon,  Town  Clerk  of  Hopkinton  and 
find  them  correctly  cast  and  properly  vouched.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hopkinton: 

With  the  reaHzation  that  the  citizens  of  Hopkinton  have 
expressed  a  desire  for  a  more  comprehensive  knowledge  of 
the  work  carried  on  in  our  schools  we  take  pleasure  in  pre- 
senting- a  somewhat  different  annual  report  than  has  been 
the  custom. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent, School  Nurse,  Treasurer,  the  Financial  State- 
ment and  the  reports  of  the  teachers  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  on  some  particular  phase  of  their  work, 
or  on  some  special  project  being  carried  out  in  their 
classes. 

We  wish,  at  this  time,  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Isabel  Anderson  for  her  very  generous  gift  of  sixty  new 
desks  and  seats  for  the  Perkins  Room  at  the  High  School 
Building.  These  were  badly  needed,  and  with  the  painting, 
plastering  and  repairing  we  were  able  to  do  this  year,  puts 
the  whole  room  in  fine  condition.  Not  only  did  this  gift 
provide  new  desks  for  the  Perkins  Room,  but  twenty-eight 
of  the  replaced  desks  were  repaired  to  be  used  in  Mr.  Bab- 
son's  room,  which  formerly  had  but  tables  and  chairs. 

We  also  wish  tO'  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Alice  Parish 
Turner  for  the  fine  gift  of  two  framed  collections  of  steel 
engravings.  These  are  of  men  famous  in  English  and 
European  history,  writers,  statesmen,  etc.,  and  have  proved 
an  educational  as  well  as  ornamental  addition  to  the  school. 

We  believe  that  the  Budget  for  1937-1938  cannot  be 
further  reduced  without  harm:  to  our  school  program.  The 
only  extra  expense  proposed  above  the  regular  running  ex- 
penses, is  for  a  new  fire  escape  for  the  high  school  building. 
The  present  fire  escape  was  condemned  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  and  there  is  no  alternative  except  to  provide  a 
new  one  for  the  safety  of  our  children. 
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Through  this  report  we  would  Hke  to  extend  to  all  the 
townspeople,  a  personal  invitation  to  visit  our  schools,  in 
order  that  a  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  workings  of  our 
system  may  be  obtained. 

In  closing  we  should  like  to  add  a  word  of  praise  for  the 
twenty-nnie  years  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  which  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Peaslee,  who  died  Sept.  22.  1936  gave  to  our 
Town  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board.  He  gave  of  his 
time  and  energy  unceasingly  and  ever  had  the  welfare  of 
the  schools  as  his  first  interest. 

In  conclusion  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Superintendent, 
Teachers  and  Citizens  for  their  interest  as  shown  by  their 
cooperation  for  the  successful  conduct  and  welfare  of  our 
schools.

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From  the  table  on  page  79  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  ag- 
gregate no  days  of  school  were  lost.  The  four  half-days  lost 
in  the  Hopkinton  Village  schools  were  more  than  made  up 
by  the  extra  days  at  Tyler.  This  is  a  considerable  improve- 
ment over  the  previous  year's  record.  Another  advance  is 
shown  in  the  abrupt  drop  in  the  amount  of  tardiness. 
Teachers  and  pupils  are  to  be  commended  for  cutting  the 
number  almost  in  half. 

The  percent  of  attendance  is  still  too  low.  Effort  should 
be  made  to  improve  it  this  year. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools  of  the  dis- 
trict was  281.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  residing 
in  the  district  three  elementary,  and  8  high  school  pupils 
attending  school  in  Concord.  Four  non-resident  or  tuition 
pupils  from  Webster  were  enrolled  in  the  local  schools. 
Making  allowance  for  these  there  were  288  pupils  residing 
in  the  district  and  attending  public  schools. 

On  account  of  the  small  number  of  pupils,  the  Tyler 
school  was  not  opened  in  the  fall  of  1936.  The  few  re- 
maining pupils  are  being  transported  to  the  Hopkinton  Vil- 
lage School. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Larz  Anderson  the 
Perkins  room  at  the  high  school  was  entirely  refinished  andT 
refurnished  with  up-to-date  desks  and  chairs.  Other  im- 
provements includfeg  display  cabinets  and  a  built-in  book- 
case were  added.  The  seventh  grade  room  was  also  en- 
larged and  much  improved.  The  headmaster's  office  was 
refinished,  and  a  small  room  equipped  with  shelves  for 
reserve  books  and  supplies.  Next  year  the  work  of  putting 
the  building  in  good  condition  should  be  continued  in  the 
rooms  on  the  ground  floor  where  there  is  much  need  of  it. 
There  is  also  need  of  reference  books  for  grade  7-8  of  the 
Junior  high  school  and  a  few  sets  of  text  books.  Sets  of 
texts  are  also  needed  in  the  elementary  grades.  Through 
the  efforts  of  teachers  and  pupils  small  school  libraries  cost- 
ing about  fifteen  dollars  each  were  secured  in  grades   3-4 
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and  5-6  at  the  Contoocook  elementary  school.  In  the  room 
used'  by  grades  1-2  the  long  tables  and  small  chairs  which 
had  been  in  use  a  long  time  were  discarded  and  regular 
desks  and  chairs  adapted  to  the  pupils  were  installed. 

At  the  high  school  there  should  be  consideraljle  new 
equipment  for  work  in  physics.  The  apparatus  at  present 
on  hand  is  inadequate  for  required  work  in  the  course.  An 
additional  piece  of  equipment  which  would  be  of  consider- 
able benefit  to  all  the  schools  of  the  district  is  a  16  m.m. 
moving  picture  machine.  Many  educational  films  may  be 
obtained  at  the  cost  of  transportation  only. 

The  high  school  again  won  the  series  of  debates  held  in 
this  vicinity  and  went  to  Lewiston  where  they  participated 
in  the  finals. 

During  the  six  weeks  of  illness  of  the  superintendent  in 
May  and  April,  his  work  was  ably  carried  on  by  Mr.  Amasa 
Holden  of  Hillsboro.  Many  tokens  of  sympathy  were  sent 
by  the  board,  teachers  and  pupils.  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
indeed  to  work  with  them  all  in  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  schools.

The  State  Department  of  Health,  working  with  the  Hop- 
kinton  Public  Health  Association  will  conduct,  sometime 
during  the  summer  months,  a  baby  and  pre-school  children 
conference.  Mothers  will  be  informed  of  their  child's 
physical  defects  and  should  have  these  corrected  before  com- 
ing to  school  in  September.  At  this  same  clinic  test  and 
treatment  for  the  prevention  of  Diphtheria  will  be  given. 
Parents  should  give  their  cooperation  for  the  protection  of 
their  children.  This  clinic  will  probably  be  held  at  the  Con- 
toocook  Elementary  School  and  there  will  be  no  charge  con- 
nected with  it. 

In  all  sincerity  I  want  to  thank  the  teachers  at  this  time, 
for  their  helpfulness  during  the  school  year.  I  wish  that 
parents  were  as  fully  aware  as  I  am  of  the  keen  interest 
which  the  teachers  have  for  the  mental  and  physical  well 
being  of  the  children  intrusted  to  their  care.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 

A  small  high  school  is  limited  by  its  nature  in  the  number 
of  courses  available  to  its  pupils.  At  present  the  program 
of  Hopkinton  High  School  is  as  full  as  it  can  be  without 
adding  to  the  teaching  staff.  As  many  courses  as  possible 
are  offered'  every  other  year  making  a  greater  choice  possible 
for  the  pupils  and  making  your  headmaster  a  teacher  of 
many  subjects  over"  a  two  year  interval. 

P'arents  are  urged  to  encourage  pupils  to  take  the  college 
preparatory  course.  Even  representatives  of  business  col- 
leges are  giving  preference  to  the  college  preparatory  group. 
There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to  avoid  the  more  difficult 
courses  because  they  are  difficult.  Between  the  freshmen 
and  senior  years  many  factors  may  change  a  pupil's  aim  in 
life  and  one  who  has  language  and  mathematics  to  his  credit 
is  ever  prepared.  Whenever  possible  an  early  contact  should 
be  made  with  the  prospective  college  to  learn  from  it  the 
exact  requirements.  Most  colleges  are  now  more  liberal 
concerning  subject  requirements  but  more  exacting  on  gen- 
eral, all-round,  and  scholastic  excellence. 

Hopkinton  High  School  is  a  six  year  high  school,  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  taught  by  a  staff 
of  state  certified  teachers,  and  is  on  the  approved  list  of 
schools  of  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  with  the  certification  privilege.  Especially  note- 
worthy was  the  winning  of  first  place  by  our  English  Gram- 
mar team  in  the  annual  state  scholastic  contests  held  at  the 
normal  schools.  Twenty-two  teams  from  all  parts  of  the 
state  competed  in  the  grammar  contest. 

Parents  are  requested  to  write  exact  excuses  for  the  ab- 
sence of  their  children.  Written  excuses  are  of  two  types. 
The  first  includes  sickness  and  unavoidable  absences  and  the 
second  those  absences  which  are  permitted  by  the  parents 
for  various  reasons  not  recognized  as  excusable  by  school 
authorities.     Unexcused  absences  are  not  tolerated  as  long 
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as  the  pupil  is  a  member  of  the  school.  State  standards  for 
absences  and  tardiness  are  very  high  and  demand  the  full 
and  honest  co-operation  of  all  parties  concerned. 

Subjects  taught  for  1935-1936  by  your  headmaster  were 
Junior  Business  Training,  Algebra  II,  U.  S.  Constitutional 
History,  Business  Organization  and  Commercial  Law.  Space 
permits  only  a  word  about  one  of  these,  U.  S.  Constitutional 
History.  This  course  is  not  taught  by  the  old  method  of  a 
single  text  but  by  means  of  large  units  covering  a  long  period 
of  time  with  several  different  books  used  for  reference.  By 
this  method  a  pupil  should  carry  out  of  the  class  an  appre- 
ciation of  history  and  a  good  knowledge  of  the  trends  of 
past  history  and  their  relations  to  future  events.  The  lack 
of  interest  shown  by  the  average  pupil  in  government  is 
astounding  even  when  the  ever  present  question  of  taxes  and 
finance  is  raised.  Units  covered  last  year  were:  1.  State, 
County,  and  Local  Government,  2.  The  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  3.  Im^migration,  4.  Congress  in  Action,  5. 
The  Economics  of  Government,  6.  Political  Parties,  7.  Ex- 
pansion and  Imperialism,  8.  Foreign  Relations.  Each  of 
these  units  covers  the  entire  span  of  American  History  and 
that  of  immigration  begins  with  the  European  background  to 
exploration  and  is  brought  up  to  the  last  immigration  law. 
In  this  way  the  full  significance  of  immigration  is  brought 
forward  and  its  correlation  with  the  growth  of  a  nation  is 
made  evident. 

This  course  is  one  of  constitutional  history  and  whenever 
possible  great  emphasis  is  put  on  the  origin,  growth,  develop- 
ment, and  application  of  the  constitution,  problems  of  which 
have  always  been  present  in  American  history.  Pupils  rank 
the  unit  on  the  economics  of  government  as  being  the  most 
difficult  with  that  of  political  parties  causing  a  great  deal  of 
confusion  because  of  shifting  policies  and  aims.  No  course 
offers  greater  possibilities  than  this  one,  nO'  course  is  as  dif- 
ficult to  teach,  no  course    contains    as    much    which    might 
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be  mastered,  and  finally,  no  course  is  so  applicable  to  the 
daily  life  of  America.

HOME  ECONOMICS 

During  the  past  year,  1935-36,  there  were  thirty-five  girls 
taking  Home  Economics,  seventeen  in  high  school  and  eigh- 
teen in  the  junior  high. 

The  senior  high  school  classes  are  under  the  George-EUzey 
Act  from  which  the  town  receives  some  state  and  federal 
aid.  Under  this  Act  each  high  school  home  economics  class 
has  a  period  of  ninety  minutes  every  day.  The  time  allot- 
ment for  junior  high  is  two  ninety-minute  periods  each 
week,  one  of  which  is  used  for  clothing  and  one  for  foods 
work. 

During  the  past  year  the  freslimen  and  sophmores  com- 
bined studied  "Foods  and  Nutrition,"  while  the  juniors  and 
seniors  took  the  course  "The  Family  and  Its  Members". 

The  foods  classes  for  the  first  two  weeks  of  school  were 
spent  almost  entirely  on  canning,  preserving,  and  jelly  mak- 
ing for  the  school  exhibit  at  the  Hopkinton  Fair.  After  the 
Fair,  the  freshmen  and  sophmore  food's  class  usually  spent 
two  out  of  the  five  ninety  minute  periods  in  the  laboratory 
where,  by  actual  preparation,  they  learned  the  fundamental 
principles  of  preparing  foods  and  meals  which  they  could 
serve  in  their  homes.  The  other  three  periods  were  used  for 
discussion,  recitation,  experimenting,  written  work,  reports, 
supervised  study,  etc.  The  course  included  the  study  of 
such  practical  subjects  as  : — 

Relative  Values  of  DifiFerent  Foods. 

.Digestion  and  Absorption  of  Foods. 

Planning,  Preparing  and  Serving  Balanced  Meals. 

How  to  Use  Left-Overs. 
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How  to  Market. 

Costs  of  Foods  and  Ikidgeting  Food  Allowances. 

Table  Setting,  Etiquette,  Service  Selection,  Use  and  Care 
of  Equipment. 

Planning  and  Care  of  Kitchens  and  Dining  Room. 

Opportunities  for  actual  practice  of  all  subjects  studied 
were  given  as  often  as  possible.  The  principles  of  preparing 
and  serving  well  balanced  meals  were  put  into  actual  prac- 
tice by  serving  breakfacts,  luncheons  or  suppers,  and  dinners 
during  the  course.  Each  girl  completed  a  minimum  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  hours  of  home  project  and  practice 
work  on  various  phases  of  this  foods  and  nutrition  course. 

The  junior  and  senior  "Family  and  Its  Members"  course 
was  also  a  very  practical  and  interesting  course.  Included 
in  this  were  such  subjects  as : 

Family  Relationships. 

Use  of  Leisure  Time. 

Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  Sick. 

Child  Care  and  Training. 

First  Aid. 

The  class  had  a  small  bed-room  in  the  school  building 
where  they  practiced  bed-making  (with  and  without  a  patient 
in  bed),  daily  care  of  patients,  moving  patients  in  bed,  etc., 
and  many  first-aid  measures,  such  as,  artificial  respiration, 
moving  injured  patients,  caring  for  persons  suffering  from 
heat  exhaustion,  sunstroke,  fainting,  nose  bleed,  serious  cuts 
and  wounds,  etc.  The  class  also  had  a  great  deal  of  prac- 
tical work  in  bathing  baby,  dressing  baby,  bandaging,  mak- 
ing poultices,  preparing  invalid  trays,  etc. 

On  completion  of  this  course  each  girl  took  a  test  which 
was  sent  to  the  American  Red  Cross  at  Washington,  D.  C. 
If  they  feel  that  she  has  a  thorough  and  workable  knowledge 
of  home  hygiene  and  care  of  the  sick  they  will  give  her  an 
^American  Red  Cross  Certificate.  Each  girl  in  the  class  re- 
ceived one  of  these  certificates. 

The  five  ninety  minute  periods  each  week  were  used  in  all 
types  of  class  activity,  such  as,  discussion,  plans  and  reports, 
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recitation,  written  work,  supervised  study,  and  practical 
work.  Each  girl  in  this  course  also  completed  a  minimum  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  hours  of  home  project  work. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls  in  clothing  learned  the 
fundamental  stitches  and  seams  of  sewing,  the  proper  use  of 
the  sewing  machine,  the  use  of  commecial  patterns,  and  the 
care  and  simple  repairing  processes  of  clothing.  Practical 
application  of  this  knowledge  was  made  in  the  making  of 
holders,  pillowslips,  towels,  slips,  simple  cotton  dresses, 
patching  and  darning  stockings  by  the  seventh  grade,  and 
making  pajamas,  cotton  dresses,  embroidered  and  hem- 
stitched articles,  pillow  covers,  darning  and  patching  by  the 
eighth  grade.  An  exhibit  of  clothing  and  other  articles  of 
sewing  made  by  the  students  is  on  display  at  the  Fair  every 
year. 

In  foods  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls  learned  the 
principles  involved  in  preparing  and  serving  the  simpler 
types  of  food.  They  also  learned  how  to  plan  and  prepare 
simple  meals  which  they  served  at  school.  The  course  is 
planned  to  teach  them  how  to  choose  their  food  more  wise- 
ly, and  how  and  when  to  eat  it,  as  well  as  how  to  prepare 
and  serve  it. 

All  our  Home  Economics  work  is  planned  so  that  the  girls 
can  make  practical  use  of  it  in  their  homes,  arid  our  home 
project  program  is  our  means  of  "tying  up"  our  work  in 
school  with  the  home.  Every  course  in  our  home  economics 
program  has  a  definite  place  in  training  girls  for  a  better 
home  and  community  life.

ENGLISH  REPORT 


English  is  the  only  subject  in  the  high  school  that  is  re- 
quired four  years  of  every  student.  The  reasons  for  this 
are  obvious.    One  cannot  know  too  well  how  to  express  him- 
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self  clearly  and  correctly  in  both  writini;'  and  speech;  and 
the  cultural  value  of  knowing"  something  about  the  ac- 
knowledged classics  and!  contemporary  literature  cannot  be 
overlooked.  Since  it  has  as  its  aim  the  accomplishment  of 
these  varied  objectives,  the  English  course  covers  many  dif- 
ferent fields  and  many  different  types  of  work.  These  in- 
clude oral  work,  graminar,  spelling,  composition,  and  class 
supplementary  reading.  While  technical  accuracy  in  speech 
and  writing  is  stressed,  attention  is  also  given  to  clear  think- 
ing and  orderly  arrangement  of  thoughts.  Functional  rather 
than  formal  grammar  is  studied. 

It  has  been  the  recent  policy  of  our  department  to  discard 
the  dryer  and  more  difficult  classics  in  favor  of  modern  rep- 
resentatives of  the  various  types.  Thus,  Burke's  Speech  on 
Conciliation  is  no  longer  read.  New  books  recently  added 
to  our  shelves  are  Introducing  Essays,  Modern  Poetry, 
Modern  Lives,  and  The  Return  of  The  Native,  by  Thomas 
Hardy.  A  subscription  to  Harper's  Magazine  and  the  reg- 
ular circulation  of  The  Reader's  Digest  supplement  the  class 
reading. 

Work  has  to  be  graded  carefully  to  suit  the  needs  and 
abilities  of  the  four  classes.  During  the  first  two  years  the 
student  is  introduced  to  representatives  of  the  various  types 
of  literature.  Little  attention  is  paid  to  form:,  the  reading 
being  chiefly  for  comprehension  of  content.  Short  themes 
are  written  frequently  by  these  people,  and  the  elements  of 
sentence  grammar  are  thoroughly  reviewed.  During  the 
Junior  year  two  long  themes  are  required  and  the  pupil  is 
guided  in  the  detailed  construction  of  them.  A  grammar 
review  is  arranged  for,  in  which  each  pupil  works  at  his  own 
rate  of  speed,  taking  a  test  at  the  completion  of  each  block 
of  ten  lessons.  Diction,  punctuation,  and  precise  writing 
are  stressed.  Three  classics  are  read  during  this  year  and 
then  a  survey  of  American  Literature  is  studied,  together 
with  reading  important  and  well  known  selections  from 
American  writers.  The  Seniors  write  four  long  themes. 
Care  is  taken  to  make  these  themes  as  well  constructed  and 
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as  correct  technically  as  possible.  For  literature,  a  survey 
of  the  development  of  English  literature  from  its  earliest 
beginnings  to  the  present  day  is  studied,  accompanied  by 
the  reading  of  the  best  works  produced  in  each  period. 
Oral  work  in  all  classes  consists  of  short  talks  before  the 
class  on  topics  of  everyday  interest. 

Among  the  activities  of  the  school  is  debating,  fostered 
by  the  English  Department.  In  the  two  years  of  this  ac- 
tivity we  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  win  decisions  from 
our  local  opponents  and  have  entered  the  finals  held  at  Bates 
College  in  March,  in  each  attempt  defeating  one  school  and 
losing  to  the  champions.  In  May,  1936,  a  team  composed 
of  three  members  of  the  graduating  class  entered  the  com- 
petition in  English  Grammar  at  Keene  Normal  School  and 
won  first  place.  It  was  a  State- wide  competition  with  more 
than  thirty  schools  competing.

MANUAL  TRAINING 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  shop  work 
carried  on  by  Grades  7  and  8. 

Our  aim  has  been  to  construct  useful  articles  to  use  on 
the  farm  and  in  the  home.  The  interest  that  the  boys  have 
in  this  course  is  best  shown  by  the  fact  that  over  150  pro- 
jects were  completed  last  year. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  no  power  tools  are  available,  all  shop 
projects  are  confined  to  plain  work.  As  a  result,  the  work 
turned  out  by  these  boys  is  not  on  a  par  with  that  of  other 
schools. 

Another  handicap  is  that  in  the  winter,  in  a  shop  such  as 
ours,  it  is  too  cold  to  work  comfortably.  Paints  and  tools 
must  be  heated  before  using. 

However,  in  spite  of  these  handicaps  many  boys  have  com- 
jjleted  worthwhile  projects.     These  projects  are  not  confined 
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to  new  articles.  1  wish  to  urge  all  parents  to  send  in  by  the 
lioys.  furniture  that  is  in  ne(;(\  of  repair.  Of  course,  we 
must  rememher  that  these  boys  are  young  and  are  not  ex- 
pert craftsmen.  Therefore,  the  work  that  we  lay  out  for 
them  must  not  be  too  difficult. 

We  find  the  work  of  last  year  divided  into  three  groups, 
namely,  New  Articles,  Repairing  of  Old  Articles  and  Re- 
finishing.     Among  the  articles  we  find : — 

New  Articles — Book  Ends,  Book  Racks,  Magazine  Racks, 
Letter  Holder,  Bird  Houses,  Foot  Stools,  Models,  Knife 
Racks,  Silver  Box,  Medicine  Cabinet,  Taborets,  Sleeve 
Boards,  Picture  Frame,  Milking  Stools,  Corner  Shelves, 
Screen  Frames,  Filing  Cabinet,  Tie-Rack,  Door-Stops,  Step- 
ladder,  Kiddy-Kar,  Candle  Holder,  Ironing  Board,  Towel 
Racks.  ]\Iagazine  Baskets.  Bulletin  Board,  Bread  Board.  All 
of  these  articles  named  were  finished. 

Repairing — Desks,  Tables,  Chairs,  Sleds. 

Refinishing — Desks,  Tables,  Chairs,  Sleds. 

Probably  the  .outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  "Bird- 
House  Contest."  This  was  sponsored  by  Mr.  Philip  J.  Mc- 
Coy of  Hopkinton.  It  created  a  great  amount  of  interest 
and  as  a  result  many  boys  entered  into  it  with  much  en- 
thusiasm. After  their  construction,  the  houses  were  put 
on  display  at  the  school  house.  Mr.  Timothy  Burns  and 
Mr.  Hugh  Skelly  acted  as  judges  and  they  awarded  prizes 
to  the  following  boys  : 

First  Prize — Eben  Dustin.  Grade  7,  $3.50. 

Second  Prize — ^Maurice  Hoyt.  Grade  8,  $2.50. 

Nine  other  cash  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  following 
boys :  George  Bailey,  Guy  Clausen,  Herbert  Sargent,  Bruce 
Symonds,  Thomas  Annis,  Alfred  Hastings  and  Jack  Bean, 
Richard  Duclos,  Dean  Moren,  Neal  Geer. 

Another  worthwhile  project  was  the  smoothing  and  re- 
finishing  of  the  de^ks  in  Room  4.  These  desks  were 
smoothed,   stained  and   varnished  by  the  eight  grade  boys. 
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These  desks  are  now  as  smooth  as  new  and  their  appearance 
has  been  greatly  improved.

AGRICULTURE 

In  agriculture  a  four  year  program  of  work  is  followed ; 
that  is,  a  different  course  for  each  of  the  four  years  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  community,  determined  by  the  result  of  a 
survey  of  the  farms.  The  boys  obtain  these  records  from 
their  own  or  nearby  farms.  In  this  way  we  ascertain  the 
types  of  farming  and  their  importance  in  this  section  and 
arrange  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  dairying,  poultry,  or- 
charding, and  other  farm  enterprises  according  to  their  im- 
portance. 

Jobs  are  taken  up  in  season  as  nearly  as  possible.  Judg- 
ing comes  first  in  the  fall  in  order  to  get  ready  for  the  Fair, 
then  we  do  the  regular  fall  work  such  as.  Housing  the  pul- 
lets. Control  of  mice  and  rabbits  in  the  orchard.  Killing  and 
Dressing  Poultry,  just  before  Thanksgiving.  During  the 
cold  weather  jobs  like  Choosing  the  breed,  Planning  the  Lay- 
ing House,  Dairy  Barn,  and  Shopwork  are  taken  up.  Prun- 
ing, Spraying,  Insects,  Gardening,  and  Chickens  come  in  the 
Spring. 

Other  jobs  are  done  as  the  opportunity  presents  itself.  A 
job  like  Dehorning  the  Calf  is  done  when  a  boy  or  a  farmer 
has  a  calf  to  dehorn.  Killing  and  Butchering  usually  comes 
shortly  after  cold  weather  sets  in.  Taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  as  they  present  themselves  has  more  appeal  and 
creates  a  practical  incentive  to  do  the  job,  rather  than  an 
artificially  created  job. 

Last  year  30  periods  were  devoted  to  orchard  enterprises ; 
50  apple  trees  were  pruned,  10  trees  were  cleft-grafted,  12 
trees  girdled  by  mice  were  bridge  grafted.  Borers  removed 
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from  one  orchard  of  100  trees,  and  protection  of  this  same 
orchard  from  mice  and  ral)l)its.  Repaired  several  trees  in 
the  scjuare  which  were  damaged  hy  the  flood,  and  several 
triangles  were  hrought  back  to  pre-flood  condition. 

Thirty  periods  were  spent  on  dairy  enterprises  including 
the  dehorning  of  eight  heifers,  testing  of  40  samples  of  milk 
for  butterfat  and  judging  and  feeding  dairy  cattle. 

Thirty-five  periods  of  work  on  poultry,  including  judging, 
killing  and  dressing  30  birds,  caponizing  20  cockerels,  and 
operating  on  4  crop  bound  birds. 

Ten  periods  were  spent  in  killing  and  butchering  4  hogs 
and  one  cow. 

Fifteen  periods  on  forestry  enterprises.  Improvement  thin- 
ning and  cutting  on  two  acres  of  woodland,  setting  out  8,000 
white  pine  seedlings,  soil  acidity  tests  on  five  fields. 

Approximately  thirty  per  cent  of  the  time  is  devoted  to 
shopwork,  or  50  periods  a  year.  Last  year  it  was  confined 
to  the  sharpening  of  tools,  the  care  and  operation  of  the  gas 
engine.  Special  emphasis  was  put  on  the  fitting  of  the  rip 
and  crosscut  saw  and  axe.  Each  boy  fitted  at  least  three 
saws.  The  remainder  of  the  time  devoted  to  shopv^ork  was 
spent  on  woodworking. 

Each  boy  did  all  of  the  following  work: 
Remove  cylinder  head  and  carbon  from  auto. 
Grind  valves. 
Reface  and  reseat  valves. 
Take  up  and  adjust  bearings. 
Firing  order. 

To  trace  through  a  wiring  system. 
Soldering  the  radiator. 
To  locate  dead  center  on  a  farm  engine. 
Time  a  farm  engine. 

Woodworking  included  the  construction  of : 
Hog  troughs. 
Hog  crate. 
Poultry  feeders. 
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Poultry'  water  stands. 

Trap  nests 

and  many  other  articles  commonly  used  about  a  farm. 

Also  3  folding  Ping-Pong  tables  for  the  school. 

Enrollment  last  year  was  20  boys    in    Freshman  division 
and  eight  boys  in  Senior  division.
